TRANSLATION NOTES 


Japanese is a tricky language for most Westerners, and trans- 
lation is often more art than science. For your edification and 
reading pleasure, here are notes on some of the places where we 
could have gone in a different direction with our translation of 
the work, or where a Japanese cultural reference is used. 


Samurai manjd, page 62 
Steamed yeast buns with filling, such as red bean paste. 


Gyakuten Saiban name notes 


Flip Chambers (Ichinomiya Junpei): Ichinomiya means “one 
palace,” and we think it refers to the “locked-room” murder. 
Hence, Chambers. Junpei can also be spelled Jumpei, so we think 
this is a reference to his acrobatics. Hence Flip (nickname for 
Philip). 


Buck Montana (Futagoyama Hdésaku): Both names probably 
refer to his size. HOsaku also refers to an abundant crop, and is 
often paired with “binbd” as “hdosaku binbé (plentiful poverty),” 
@ crop that is so abundant it becomes worthless. This may be a 
reference to his debt, so we went with Buck to refer to money. 
Futagoyama literally means “twin mountains,” so we named him 


Montana, which means “mountain.” 


Raymond Spume (Kasugai Késuke): We were a little stumped for 
his name, but Kasugai can sound like “kasu (scum) guy,” so we 
found a synonym for scum that sounded kind of like a name. We 
named him Raymond as in “ray of light” to indicate his role as 
SparkleStar. 


Julie Henson (Okazaki Juri); Julie comes from Juri, because they 
sound alike. Henson comes from Jim Henson, as she is a human 
among monsters--the kind of scenario you'd find in Sesame 
Street or the Muppet Show. 


Cameron Show (Sakae Shotaro): Shdotard probably comes from 


the word “show,” so we left that as his last name. We named him 
Cameron because he’s the guy with the camera.
